not forbear making ſome Enquiry 
- concerning the three Prophets of 
thecevennes, who had made ſo muchNoile, 1 
that it reach'd to our Country, tho? at ſo.

The Que- 
ton I had a Mind to be ſatisfid in was, 1 
Whether theſe Men are Prophets ſent from i 
od, or whether they are Impoſtors, who 1 
lurp that glorious Character? The beſt 5 
\ay I could think of to give my ſelf Satis- 1 
tion in this point, was to talk with. 1 
ome of the Refugees, and to ſee what 
ere their Thoughts about it.

I did accordingly apply my ſelf to 'em, 
and found that they were divided in their 
Sentiments upon this Subject. Some few 
of 'em were caught in the Snare which 
was laid by theſe Pretended Prophets, but 
the greater part of em had happily made 
their Eſcape from it. Without the Gift 
of Prophecy, one may eaſily foreſee, that 
the reſt of em won't continue long under 
their Miſtake. * 

There is ſome Difference too in the Opi- 
nions of thoſe, who agree in giving no Cre- c 
dit to theſe Prophets. | 

Some have thought, that theſe were 0 
Men, who were ſent to ſound a Trumpet, 
in order to raiſe Recruits for their Country- p 
men: There is no removing this Thought I? 
out of the Minds of a great number of Peo- 
ple. The Plot, they ſay, is well laid: For, 5 
how could they reſiſt the Voice of God, #:* 
commanding em to- raiſe an Army, for 
the Deſence of a Country, which he had 
made the Scene of his Wonders? Monſieur 
Boiffer, a great Dealer in Viſions, and an 
Eternal Admirer of his three Brethren, de- 
clar'd, they fay, in good Company, That 
the whole Deſign of this matter, was to ſend 
Suctours to the Cevennes. "Twas thought 
he was let into the whole Secret, and had 
indiſcreetly prartled of it too ſoon.

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Others were of Opinion, that theſe Pro- 
phets were Honeſt Men, whoſe Imagina- 
tion was touch d. That Faculty has not 
Strength enough to hold out againſt 
frightful Priſons, againſt cruel Menaces, 


againſt frequent Inſtances of the Faithful 
put upon the Rack, or burnt to Aſhes. 
And 'tis not altogether impoſſible, they 
fancy, but that this may give a Shock to 


their Imagination, which thus warn'd and 


tranſported, may eaſily be conceiv'd to 
ſuggeſt Expreſſions that have an Air of 
Godlinefs in em. 

Others again there are, who look upon 
all this to be Voluntary, and that theſe 
Prophets have learnt their Extatick Moti- 
ons, juſt as Men learn to dance upon the 
Ropes. Since theſe Men have been here in 
London, there are ſeveral who can exactly 
imitate em, and who could, if they had a 
mind to it, fet up tor another Company 
of Prophets. And from hence, ſome are apt 
to conclude, that theſe Monſieurs, Marion, 
Fage, and Cavalier, having learnt this Trade 
n their own Country, have a mind to try 
they can get a Livelihood by it in this. 

A Gentleman of my Acquaintance was 
«ling me, that there is a good deal of 

ruth in this laſt Hypotheſis :- But that it 

ot fully account for all the Phenomena

Warnings. If Monſieur Marion had con- 
tented himſelf to have ſpoke only of the 
Deſtruction of Babylon, of the ſpeedy fall 
of Pharaoh, or of the neceſſity of Repen- 
tance, there would have been nothing in 
all this. above the Character of a Man bred 
up under an Attorney. This Language 
was eaſy to be come at; a little Acquain- 
tance with the Scriptures,and a few other 
good Books, would ſoon have furniſh'd 
him with a Stock of Materials. But thoſe 
who have read the Prophetick Warnings, 
with ſome little Care and Application, 
have thought that they ſaw in em a De- 
ſign too well concerted, and Expreſſions 
too good, to have fallen from him, under 
whoſe Name they are made to paſs.

If he happens to 
have any Scruples of Conſcience to diſcou- 
rage him, he ſhall be help'd to Viſtinctions. 
He ſhall be made to ſee and underſtand, 
that there is no great harm in Lying a little, 


when ; tis for the Reſormation of Mankind. 
So here's one Man gain'd. There is no 
ground to fear, that he'll betray the Secret. 
If the Judges ask him from whence he has 
his Revelations? he'll anſwer 'em, I don't 
ſpeak of my ſelf. This was the Anſwer he 
gave to the Lord Chief Juſtice. Monſieur 
Merion had reaſon to ſay, He did not ſpeak 
of himfelf, his Mathematician inſpir'd him; 
Tis impoſſible to have given a better An- 
ſwer. It may be, he may be now and then 
under ſome Difficulties to anſwer the Que- 
ſtions to which he lays himſelf open; his 
Maſter has promis'd him, that he will be 
always at his Elfow-ro help him out.
